I'm  a  college  student;  I  live  on  an  Army  Post;  I  wear  civilian 
attire  ...  I  hear  the  clamor  for  peace  and  to  save  the  environment 
from  my  peers,  my  friends.  I  forego  my  right  to  campaign,  march,  or 
riot,  but  not  to  care  or  participate. 

Yet  for  all  of  the  dissonance  there  is  consonance  and  resolution. 
Many  drums  beat  across  our  world  .  .  .  fight  for  women's  rights,  for

Mexican-American  migration  workers,  to  stop  chemical  warfare,  and 
end  all  wars,  to  combat  pollution,  to  end  over-population  .  .  . 

I  have  chosen  my  battle,  for  one  cannot  fight  in  all  battles.  My  cause 
is  nursing,  and  more  specifically  nursing  soldiers.  Especially  amid  this 
age  of  dissent  I  believe  in  this  cause,  for  there  are  lives  ebbing  from 
wounds  acquired  in  a  service  many  men  did  not  volunteer  for,  nor  do 
not  believe  in.  I  commit  to  them  all  of  the  medical  skills  which  I  can 
acquire  in  the  hope  that  they  will  be  able  to  return  to  the  life  they  left 
abruptly,  uncompleted,  and  not  under  volition. 

It  is  a  select  cause,  but  unlimited.  It  is  as  broad  as  the  scope  of 
medicine  for  to  completely  care  for  that  soldier  I  cannot  forget  his

family;  his  wife,  the  baby  she  bears,  the  children  he  has  already 
fathered  and  have  been  born.  Nor  are  all  the  soldiers'  wounds  acquired 
in  battle.  Equally  I  grant  him  care  during  all  disease  conditions  and 
after  any  accident.  As  any  nurse  I  work  to  promote  health  in  all 
respects. 

Most  importantly  I  feel  I  am  doing,  progressing,  becoming  ...  a 
nurse  for  today,  to  answer  the  needs  which  have  been  created  by  the 
present,  and  for  tomorrow  by  preparing  myself  to  understand  the 
environment  and  its  inhabitants  in  new  situations  with  new  problems. 

Yes,  I  am  in  the  Army,  Do  I  compromise  myself?  I  merely  have 
chosen  one  cause  among  many.

With  my  hands  I  have  told  a  dying  and  premature  infant  that  I  loved  him,  and  was  rewarded  when  his  fretful  cries  subsided,  and  he 
lapsed  into  something  akin  to  contentment. 

I  have  cringed  at  the  confusion  in  the  face  of  a  burned  child  who  was  learning  the  nature  of  pain  —  no  longer  beautiful,  no  longer 
loved. 

I  have  cared  for  a  "battered"  child  and  held  her  young  mother  while  she  wept  out  her  shame. 


I  have  looked  on  while  a  teenag- 
er dissolved  into  bitterness  be- 
cause the  world  had  shrunk  to  the 
size  of  his  own  body  and  his  body 
was  nothing  but  torture;  "looked 
on"  because  I  had  failed  to  con- 
vince him  that  the  world  was  still 
large  enough  for  hope. 

With  undiminished  excitement, 
I  have  watched  again  and  again 
the  birth  of  a  child,  and  I  have  de- 
spaired at  the  defeat  of  a  mother 
who  wanted  a  baby  more  than  life. 

Sitting  in  a  silent  room  I  have  re- 
sponded nonverbally  to  a  lone 
woman's  fear  of  death  and  learned 
that  the  room  was  not  silent  at  all. 

I  have  listened  on  locked  wards 
to  hate  and  crushing  fear,  and  I 
have  seen  in  healthy  bodies,  soul's 
shattered   pieces.   I    have  given   as 


much  as  I  could  muster  and  often 
found  that  lacking.  But  there  I  was 
taught  that  one  can  give  only  what 
one  has,  and  that  flinching  does 
not  add  to  the  store  of  gifts. 

I  have  felt  the  growing  loneliness 
of  the  old  and  aged  to  give  them 
dignity,  to  show  them  my  glowing 
world,  but  often  my  young  tongue 
did  not  speak  the  language  of  their 
old  ears. 

I  have  stood  and  watched  the 
last  pulse  fade  in  a  man,  despite 
the  strength  of  those  who  sought 
to  preserve  It. 

I  have  cried  stinging  tears  for  all 
I  could  not  do,  have  been  humbled 
again  and  again  by  failure,  by  the 
knowledge  that  my  strongest  wish 
was  not  enough. 


And  now  I  am  asked  to  re-evaluate  my  reasons  for  entering  nursing.  Am  I  satisfied?  disappointed?  disillusioned?  hlow  can  I  answer? 

I  know  that  in  the  beginning  I  chose  an  image,  a  fancied  ideal.  I  drifted  into  nursing  with  some  vague  desire  to  do  a  significant  thing 
and  for  a  while  I  fought  it  because  it  hurt  so  much  .  .  .  At  some  point  decision  no  longer  mattered. 

I  never  really  chose  nursing,  even  when  I  learned  to  know  it;  I  just  became  a  nurse.
